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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to claim 
1, the prior art does not disclose nor render obvious the claimed combination, particularly said 
filter element includes an interior chamber, an inlet in communication with said interior chamber 
and a filter media through which air passes as said air exits fi'pm said interior chamber. None of 
the prior art have this feature as it requires the dirty air to enter the interior of the filter and be 
filtered (filter inside out) whereas the prior art devices that meet the other features of the claimed 
invention, filter air on the exterior of the surface (filter outside in). With respect to claim 25, the 
prior art does not disclose nor render obvious the claimed combination, particularly a dirt cup 
including a filter cavity and a filter element received in said filter cavity, wherein the filter 
element holds a dirt trap in an aperture of the filter element. With respect to claim 28, the prior 
art does not disclose nor render obvious the claimed combination, particularly a dirt cup 
including a filter cavity, a filter element received in said filter cavity and attached to the dirt cup 
via a twist fit, said filter element includes a first end having a filter inlet, a second end and a 
sidewall defining an interior chamber. None of the prior art devices that meet the other features 
of the claimed invention have a filter element includes a first end having a filter inlet. All of 
these prior art filters have both ends capped to filter air on the exterior of the surface (filter 
outside in). With respect to claim 32, the prior art does not disclose nor render obvious the 
claimed combination of features, particularly a dirt cup including a dirt collection chamber, a 
filter cavity and a chamber outlet providing fluid commxmication between said dirt collection 
chamber and said filter cavity, wherein said dirt cup includes a top wall, a sidewall and a bottom 
wall, and said filter cavity is formed in said bottom wall.
